Before  Congress  adjourns  at  least  one 
preliminary  measure  slioulil  be  adopted  for 
the  improvement  of  educational  methods  m 
'Brazil,  We  do  not  wish  to  have  it  under- 
stood that  we  are  in  favor  of  charging  the 
national  government  with  diis  work,  but  as 
little  can  be  expected  as  yet  from  the  stale 
.Qvernments  and  from  private  imhviduals, 
the  national  government  might  with  pro- 
priety take  the  initiative  with  respect 
to  tlie  federal  disliicl.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  dwell  upon  the  prevailing  illiteracy 
Ihfoughout  the  country,  the  lack  ofsclioo Is, 
the  crudity  of  those  which  exist,  and  the 
delective  metiiods  of  teaching  employed, 
lor  thest;  fuels  and  conditions  are  well 
known.  What  we  do  wish  to  urge,  how- 
ever is  the  circumstance  that  much  0 
all  this  is  due  to  the  lack  ol  well  trained 
teachers.  That  teachers  are  scaace  is  in 
great  measure  due  10  the  low  social  ptisition 
thich  they  have,  and  10  the  miserable  pay 
given  them,  and  these  conditions  depend 
very  lar-ely  upon  the  fact  that  ihey  are 
nnlrained  and  incapable  of  winu.ng  I  he 
respect  due  to  their  occupation.  Ihe  hrst 
reform  needed,  ther-efore,  is  in  the  Irarning  of 
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The  recent  revolutions  in  Argentina  aie 
so  closely  in  line  willi  the  only  possible 
movement  toward  the  rescue  of  that  country 
from  bankruptcy  and  disgrace,  that  we  can 
not  repress  an  expression  of  profound  regret 
for  the  reaction,  leinporarv  lliongli  il  moy 
be,  which  appears  to  have  g.iiiieti  the 
ascendency  in  Buenos  .-Vires.

— 'I'he  Rio  Giande  corres|iondert  of  i!ie  Times 
of  A>i^eiitiiia  makes  the  following  comments  on  the 
Wandenkolk>(.fra,  under  date  of  the  27lh  iill;- 
"The  W.andenkolk  incident  continues  to  be  the 
topic  and  marvel  of  the  day.  It  now  appears  that 
he  really  had  no  concerted  arrangements  with  the 
laml  (nices,  which  he  asserled  would  attack  Rio 
Grande  and  co-o|)crale  with  liim.

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mil  by  a  lariie  luajoniy.  We  must  thereloie  sub- 
init  Vet  awhile  to  Ihe  incap.aciiy,  irresponsibility, 
stupidity  and  dishonesty  which  characterizes  the 
ailminislration  of  the  Central  line,  or  liire  mules  lo 
carry  on  the  necessary  traffic  wilh  the  interior. 
How  il  is  that  the  Jormil  can  defend  the  present 
adniiniMration  of  the  Centinl  hue,  and  wish  for  its 
c<iiiiinnaiice,  we  can  not  understand.  And  nur 
iirighl  or  knows  as  well  as  ive  do,  that  there  is 
nbsnhilely  no  hope  lor  an  improvenient  as  long  as 
the  road  remains  under  govcrmnent  control. 

— Mr.  Charles  F  Veatman,  an  American  en- 
gineer who  has  had  twenty  years  experience  in 
I  lie  surveying  and  construction  of  railways  in 
Sonlli  America,  has  wiitlen  a  long  aiticle  to  show 
that  Ihe  Pan-American  road  will  not  pay  if  built, 
His  reasons  are  tiial  the  road  would  have  lo  com- 
pete for  over  1,600  miles  wiiii  the  sea  route,  the 
ocean  rate  being  half  a  cent  a  mile,  or  half  of  th.e 
average  railway  rale.  Al  least  300  miles  of  the 
line  at  the  isthmus  the  country  is  eniirely  unsettled, 
excejit  where  llie  Panama  mail  crosses  il,  and 
taking  the  cost  of  ihe  Panama  road,  47;^  miles 
costing  $y,ooo.ooo,  this  part  of  ihe  road  would 
cost  it;5'„70o,ooo.  The  repairs  alone  would  cost 
Irom  $3,Soo  lo  ^;i),2oo  per  mile,  or  more  than  the 
total  traftic. 

—The  exhibit  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Wntks, 
in  the  transportation  building  of  the  Chicago  K<- 
positioii.  is  the  most  extensive  disptav  of  hiconm- 
live  engines  ever  made.  There  are  fifteen  engines 
o(  as  many  dilTerenl  designs.  Twelve  are  located 
near  together  in  the  annex  nf  tlie  transporlatinn 
building,  hut  three  are  at  other  points.  One  of 
these  is  a  large  jieilestal  exliiliii  outside  llie  linild- 
ing,  Another  heads  the  train  whicti  comiirises 
Ihe  exhibit  of  Pullman  palace  cars,  and  the  third  is 
at  the  head  of  the  royal  blue  Irain  which  forms  a 
portion  of  the  Ballimnre  &  Ohio  railroad.

Coffee. -The  mnilict  has  siill  been  influenced  bj-  the 
iinsalisfactory  fiiiaiicinl  poiiiliim  in  the  United  States,  and  the 
business  here  has  been  of  a  retail  cliaractet~4.ooo  to  5,000 
bags  changins;  hands  d.iily— the  total  sales  for  the  week  prob- 
ably reaching  30,000  bag.';.  At  ibe  same  lime  sliipiiienls 
CDlilinue  to  about  equal  ihe  receipts,  and  the  stocks,  hi  all 
hands,  during  the  week  have  increased  only  .iboiit  3,000  bags. 
Wiih  an  uncertain  exchange  market  and  no  nccnmiilation  ol 
Slocks  it  is  not  surprising  that  coffee  dealers  have  been  sluady, 
and  although  the  market  liBS  been  moreorlesi  nominal  sii;ce 
Ihe  Qth  iust,  the  sales  making  hava  been  about  on  the  basi.s  of 
i7$8oo  per  arroba  for  No.  7,  with  dealers  generally  persuad- 
ed that  with  an  improvement  in  business  in  the  Unued  States, 
ihere  will  be  a  lesumplion  of  purchases  in  the  coflee  niaiket, 
and  that  therefore  there  is  no  need  of  showing  anxiety  lu 
lorce  the  nmrket  at  firesent.
